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The FSA Executive. is concerned about the lack of established channels 
of communication for members who have questions about the contract or who 
think they are not being treated fairly and may have a grievance. The 
Membership Chairman is the person who handles these problems. 


Diane MacLean will be taking over -the Membership Chairman position 
on October 14, and will at that time be organizing meetings with small groups 
in each area of the College to elect a representative from each area and to 
discuss the contract. The representative will report any problems people are 
having in their work areas to the Membership Chairman or to the Staff or 
Faculty Vice-President. At this time, we would like to ask people to start_ 
thinking about who they would like to elect as their representative for their 
area. 


It is extremely important that anyone who thinks they may have a 
problem contact one of the people listed below immediately , as there ( are time 
limits that must be adhered to. Even if you are not sure you want the 
Executive to become involved, at least notify one of these people and they 
can advise you as to how long you have to make up your mind.
